1. SH/DOB dees not endorse the proposal that authorisation for 
all Agency eontaota with the ZPUHTR and ita membership bs vested in one 
individual anting aa an "acroaa^tha-hoird* eaaa officer. It la fait 
that tha apaelfic Inter aata cannot adequately ba represented. 

It would ba inpaaalbla far tha aaaignad eaaa officer to ba brlafad 
with tha mrrlad of dataila involvad in planning an FI operation and 
produce satisfactory eontaota. Basically, tha concept of a "roof* project 
to handle tha Ageney-ZFt/HVR relationahlp ia acceptable. However, the 
■aehaniaa specified in the subject westing will not serve the bast 
Agency interests. 

a. In the ease of AfeCUPBOARD, it ia important for the eaaa 
officer involvad in this developmental type project to be able to 
discuss with tha principal agent exploratory details aa they arise. 

He west be in a position to discuss tha details necessary to 
propose and administer a going IlDSOX type project which should 
develop aa a result of Project AHCUPBOAHD. 

b. the incidental intelligence obtained during personal 
contests by tha project ossa officer is Invaluable for future 
planning of REDBOI type projects. Fast experience has proven 
that such Information was not passed along to interested per ties, 
by other ease officers, merely because It did not seam of any 
significance. 

c. Regarding AMtKADX, it is not possible to keep any individual 
who is not directly connected with the program briefed to tha extant 
where ha would be able to answer intelligently all tha questions 
which may arise in connection with the spotting of suitable 
candidates. Consequently, meetings with the spotter regarding tha 
Hot War program would ba limited to discussions of generalities 
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and collection of question* with answers to ho supplied at 
future noot lngc. The tine lag between contacts would jeopardise 
tho recruitment of project traiaoos.

Written reports have been made to the JHJHVK Cperatlona Co- 
ordinator following each contact with aeabers of the organisation. 

BOB oaaa officers are always available far further clarifieation of 
details open request. Therefore, BR/1XXB fails to see any problems or 
Manaderatandings regarding BOB contacts under the present system. 

5. A meeting of the staff members who act at subject seating and 
representatives from fert/DOb is requested at your earliest convenience to 
further discuss the problea. It was the understanding of the DOB 
contingent attending the 20 March 1957 discussion that a series of ex- 
ploratory meetings would be held prior to a final decision. 
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
